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DECLINE OF RETAIL SALES IN AUGUST 


HE VALUE of sales in August by the large-scale organizations 

supplying returns to the Board of Trade continued higher 

than a year a the turnover of all shops in the sample being

8 per cent. up. 
in July. 

Food sales declined 2 per cent. from the level of July, which was 
almost the same movement as occurred last year. Non-food sales, 
on the other hand, fell 13 per cent. below those of the previous 
month and were the lowest since August last year; they were, 
however, 4 per cent. above those of August 1950. Although sales 
in both the main non-food sections, apparel and hicisachalet goods, 
fell about 15 per cent. below those in the previous month, they 
showed different movements when compared with a year earlier; 
sales of apparel were 5 per cent. up on the year but those of household 
goods 8 per cent. down. All three groups of apparel showed similar 
movements with falls from the July level of a little more than 15 per 
cent. Compared with August 1950, there were rises of 6 per cent. 
in women’s wear, 3 per cent. in men’s wear and 2 per cent. in 
footwear, all much less than the increases shown in earlier months. 
In household goods, the hardware, electrical and radio category 
showed movements differing from the group as a whole; sales of 
these goods were only 5 per cent. below those of the previous month 
and were still 3 per cent. above the level of sales a year ago. 

It is, of course, necessary to take into account price changes when 
relating changes in turnover to changes in the volume of trade. The 
Ministry of Labour Interim Index of Retail Prices rose slightly 
again during the month and was 13 per cent. higher than in August 
last year. Within the total figure the index for the food group 
has risen 16 per cent., for apparel by 19 per cent. and for household 
durable goods by 21 per cent. These increases may be considered 
in conjunction with a rise over the year of 10 per cent. in the value 


tal sales were, however, 6 per cent. lower than 


of food sales, a rise of 6 per cent. in sales of apparel and a fall of 8 
per cent. in sales of household goods. The correspondence between 
the two sets of indices is, however, not exact, and any conclusions 
as to changes in the volume of sales must necessarily be approximate. 


Sales by Type of Shop 


There was no change in August in the pattern of trade as between 
the various types of organization, although the increase in the value 
of non-food sales compared with a year earlier was very much less 
than in recent months. 

In the sales of all types of clothing taken together the multiple 
shops showed the best results, with sales 12 per cent. up compared 
with last year, while those of the co-operative societies were almost 
unchanged; the sales of department stores were 5 per cent. down— 
their separate figures of 5 and 9 per cent. for women’s and children’s 
wear and men’s and boys’ wear respectively being almost identical 
with the corresponding figures for the independent shops. Foot- 
wear sales for all three of large-scale retailer showed small 
increases over August 1950, while the trade of independent footwear 
shops was 5 per cent. down. 

In the furniture and hardware groups the department stores did 
less well compared with last year than the multiple shops and co- 
operative societies. Sales by the independent shops both of furniture 
and furnishings and of hardware, electrical and radio goods were 
better, compared with August 1950, than the aggregates for the 
large-scale businesses. 


Sales by Areas 


Most areas recorded small rises in non-food sales in August 
above the figures for last year, the exceptions being London— 
Central and West End, and the North West, where sales were 
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2 per cent. down. The comparisons were in all areas less favourable 
than in July.

Sales by Class of Goods 


There was a substantial fall in apparel sales between July and 
August which affected both the sub-groups of women’s and children’s 
wear and men’s and boys’ wear. Although total sales in each group 
remained a little above the level of August 1950, this was not by any 
means the experience of all reporting firms. 

Within the total for women’s and children’s wear sales of dress 
materials were 20 per cent. lower than in August 1950 and were the 
lowest for over three years. 

Total stocks of apparel rose in August to a new high level largely 
as a result of an increase in stocks of women’s wear. Stocks of men’s 
and boys’ wear were little changed for the third month in succession 
even though sales have been falling off. 

_In all the clothing categories the value of stocks was considerably 
higher than in August last year; women’s outerwear and underwear 
stocks were about 40 per cent. higher and only girls’ and children’

Footwear 


The fall of 18 per cent. in footwear sales between July and August 
represents a seasonal movement which has been marked in recent 
years. That this decrease was greater than usual probably reflects 
a normal fall after the particularly high rate of sales in the middle of 
the year. Sales were still slightly above those of a year ago and the 
cumulative turnover for the period February-August shows an increase 
of 16 per cent., while stocks were 12 per cent. higher than at the same 
time last year. 


Household Goods 


The usual fall over the month was recorded in sales of the house- 
hold goods group in August. Most of the 15 per cent. drop was due 
to lower sales of furniture and furnishings, for hardware, electrical 
and radio sales fell only 5 per cent. The furniture group also recorded 
sales 12 per cent. lower than a year earlier, sales of furniture and bed- 
ding being 9 per cent. lower and those both of furnishing fabrics and 
household textiles and of floor coverings being over 20 per cent.

Record Number of Visitors to Britain This Summer 


LATEST statistics issued by the British Travel and Holidays 
Association show that a late-season travel boom has brought a 
record number of visitors to Britain during the late summer months. 
Actual arrivals during August brought the tourist total for the first 
eight months of the year to 515,555. Although the September 
figures are not yet complete it seems clear that a good volume of 
traffic has been maintained during the month. 

Sir Alexander Maxwell, Chairman of the Association, states that 
on the evidence of figures at present available, it seems reasonable 
to expect that the target of 700,000 visitors for the full year will be 
reach Such a volume of traffic would produce earnings—including 
fare payments to British shipping and air lines—in the neighbourhood 
of £100 million, a high proportion of which would be in dollars. 
These figures compare with nearly 608,000 visitors and earnings of 
£81 million for 1950. 

A particularly gratifying feature of the figures for August is that 


the number of American visitors (21,828) was 13 per cent. in excess 
of American arrivals during the same month last year. This reverses 
the trend of the earlier months which have shown a decrease in 
American arrivals compared with 1950. 

The total of foreign visitors during August was 85,423—22 per cent. 
more than in August last year and no less than 68 per cent. more than 
the pre-war average for the month. It is estimated that in addition 
there were approximately 12,000 visitors from Commonwealth and 
Empire countries giving a grand total for the month of approximately 
97,000 overseas visitors. 

This is the highest figure for August ever recorded. With the 
exception of Denmark, there were substantial increases, compared 
with August last year, in traffic from all the principal Western 
European countries—Italy 58 per cent. more, Norway (41 per cent.), 
Belgium (29 per cent.), Switzerland (25 per cent.), Holland (17 per 
cent.), Sweden (14 per cent.), and France (11 per cent.). 
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Quality Footwear Shown 


at Two Exhibitions

WO EXHIBITIONS, the Shoe and Leather Fair and Fashion in 

Footwear, showing the design, quality and craftsmanship of 

British-made footwear, were held in London this week from 
Monday to Friday. 

At the Shoe and Leather Fair at Olympia some 400 firms were 
represented in 100,000 feet of stand space. Home and overseas 
enquiries received before the Fair opened reached a record, and the 
organizers expected some 40,000 buyers to attend, including 
representatives from all the European countries outside the Iron 
Curtain, with particularly large contingents from France and 
Germany. The British Commonwealth was also well represented, 
and buyers came also from the United States and Latin America. 

As in former years, the Fair consisted of five main sections. e 
comprehensive collection of boots and shoes for the coming seasons 
showed the great strides in quality and design which have been made 
since the war. The leather section, which was the largest in the 
Fair, provided an interesting display of the various leathers used in 
the manufacture and repair of footwear. Products required for the 
completion and care of shoes were also grouped together, and in 
this section rubber and resin-rubbers, which are rapidly gaining in 
popularity, played an important part. The machinery section 
showed the progress made in this branch of the industry during the 
past 12 months, and tanning materials and chemicals were on show 
in the gallery. 


Shoes of 100 Years Ago 


An interesting centre-piece was provided by the 1851 Pavilion, 
octagonal in shape, and decorated in the early Victorian manner, 
designed to emphasize the progress made by the boot and shoe trade 
over the past 100 years. Four large bow windows with bottle-glass 
panes made a background for showcases displaying a fascinating 
collection of footwear made and worn at the time of the Crystal 
Palace exhibition. There were high-topped boots for men and 
elastic sided boots for women of fine craftsmanship. The stitching 
of the parts of the uppers, for instance, was finer and more precise 
than the best machine stitching of to-day. ‘The shoemaker in those 
days had far fewer leather colours from which to choose; there were 
no coal-tar dyes or synthetic finishes. Many of the other exhibits 
had been lent by manufacturers whose firms were 100 years old or 
more. These included a most interesting collection of catalogues, 
show cards, newspaper advertisements and account books of the 
time. 

In connection with the exhibition a national shoe-repairing competi- 
tion had been held, and many fine examples of workmanship were 
to be seen on the stand of the Boot Trade Association, who organized 
the competition. 

Parents will be glad to know that most manufacturers are now 
making children’s shoes on “ natural” lasts, and a wide range of 
fittings is available in most sizes. Durability was emphasized every- 
where. There was a noticeable trend towards bolder styles in men’s 


shoes, the stalwart type being popular for casual wear, with heavy 
crepe soles, and lacing and thonging. ‘The full brogue style was still 
very much in evidence. 

A Norwich firm have re-introduced a country-wide service not 
available since 1939. They will make evening shoes from customers’ 
own material and orders can be placed with any retailer stocking their 
shoes. A sample shoe made from cerise satin in the form of a high- 
heeled strapless sandal for dancing was shown in the Footwear 
Fashion Parades which were held each day. All the shoes in the 
parades this year were size 5} instead of the more usual display 
sizes of 3 and 4, 

Colour generally was much more noticeable in the parades and in 
the shoes displayed on the stands. Green and red were seen in 
various pleasing shades. Attractive straw sandals for summer wear, 
and cosy quilted brocade slippers for winter evenings were also 
shown. 

Special arrangements were made for the reception of visitors from 
overseas, and interpreters were provided. 


Harmony of Shoes with Clothes 


The Fashion in Footwear exhibition was staged at the Albert Hall, 
organized by the trade magazine Footwear. It was opened by Lady 
Shawcross, wife of the President of the Board of Trade. The accent 
here was on fashion and the harmony of shoes with clothes. As in 
previous years, members of the shoe trade—designers, manufacturers, 
buyers and retailers—met to exhibit, discover and discuss the styles 
in footwear for the coming season. “ Footlight Parade,” a display 
by mannequins wearing the shoes, and the clothes to which they were 
complementary, was held three times a day. 

Shoes for town and country, play and evening wear, each reflecting 
some facet of the new styles, were shown on the stands in the hall and 
in the fashion parades. The court shoe, still one of the most popular 
styles, was well represented, and was often used as the basis for new 
fashion ideas. 

Colour and style were to the forefront in shoes designed mainly 
for country wear. Silver and gold were popular for evening shoes, 
often in light, open or partly open, styles. Some had diamanté 
trimmings. The outlook for next summer was forecast in light 
flexible sandals and other colourful shoes for warmer days. The 
“casual” shoe has undergone a marked change. These shoes are 
no longer confined to sporting or play occasions—they have developed 
in step with contemporary fashion. The latest casual ranges 
presented in the parades illustrated the versatility of wedge-heeled 
shoes. Elegant town shoes with closed, trim lines complement the 
most sophisticated town clothes. 

Nor were men and children forgotten. Among attractive shoes for 
youngsters a ghillie style lace-up shoe in grey suede and blue 
calf had a thick crepe sole for hard wear. For men’s wear next 
summer one firm has produced a cool, lightweight style in leather with 
punching on the uppers.

half the types of business covered the value of sales in August 
was lower than a year earlier.

cycle dealers. Of the moderate increases recorded in the remaining 


trades, the highest was for booksellers, stationers and newsagents, who 
had a particularly good month with trade 16 per cent. up on August 


1950. Only for this trade and the chemists was the comparison with 
1950 results more favourable in August than in the period February- 
August. 


Clothing and Footwear 


Drapers’ sales were 6 per cent. lower than in August 1950, with 
the result that the cumulative total of sales to date is now only 5 per 
cent. higher than last year. There was a marked drop in the value 
of sales compared with July. 


Men’s wear shops recorded sales 9 per cent. lower than a year 
earlier, outfitters being 11 per cent. and bespoke tailors 7 per cent. 
lower. In each of the last three months the value of sales in both 
sections has been below that in the previous year, but the decrease 
in August was larger than in the earlier months. 


The returns made by the large-scale retailers show that sales of 
women’s wear in August by multiple shops were 22 per cent. higher 
than a year ago. On the other hand sales by co-operative societies 
and departmental stores were lower by 2 and 5 per cent. respectively, 
reductions which were close to the 6 per cent. fall recorded by the 
independent drapers. In the case of men’s wear the independent 
shops and the department stores both record a fall of 9 per cent. in 
sales compared with August 1950, while co-operative sales were 1 per 
cent. and those of multiple shops 13 per cent. up. 

Footwear sales by independent shops fell off 24 per cent. between 
July and August. After having been well above the level of a year 
earlier every month this year except May, trade in August was down 
by 5 per cent. compared with August 1950. The footwear sales of 
large-scale businesses also declined in August, but the figures for all 
three types remained slightly above last year’s.

Household Goods 


This August the sales of independent furniture shops declined more 
from the July level than has been usual in recent years. The value 
of trade in the month was 5 per cent. lower than a year ago, and the 
excess of cumulative sales for the trading year to date has been 
reduced to 16 per cent. above those for the corresponding period of 
1950. By contrast, the average of sales by the large-scale shops fell 
12 per cent. below the level of last year ; it is worth noting that 
information from the large-scale retailers who sub-divide their 
returns shows that while sales of household textiles and floor coverings 
were more than 20 per cent. down compared with last year, furniture 
and bedding sales were only 9 per cent. down. 

Although the trade of hardware, electrical and radio shops declined 
slightly between July and August, the latter was quite a good month ; 
total sales by this group of independent shops were 11 per cent. above 
those of a year ago. Within the group, sales of the radio and electrical 
specialists, although they have fallen 56 per cent. since the peak in 
April, were still 8 per cent. above those in August 1950, and the total 
in the period February-August was 33 per cent. above last year. The 
large-scale shops showed sales in August 3 per cent. and cumulative 
sales to date 21 per cent. above those of 1950 ; but comparisons with 
the independent figures are inexact, owing to the considerable 
differences which may exist between the proportions of hardware 
and radio and electrical goods in the two samples. 


Chemists’ Wares 


As in the last four years August sales by chemists were lower than 
in July, but compared with a year ago trade was 6 per cent. up. The 
most nearly comparable departments of the large-scale organizations 
also returned sales lower than in July but their month’s sales were 
13 per cent. higher than in 1950. During the period February- 
August sales by independent chemists were 3 per cent. and those by 
large-scale retailers 11 per cent. higher than last year. 
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Other Retail Categories 

Sales of toys, sports and leather goods were practically unchanged 
from the July level, instead of falling about 5 per cent. as in the last 
two years. Sales were 4 per cent. higher than in August 1950, while 
the cumulative turnover was 5 per cent. up. 

Booksellers, stationers and newsagents were the only sector to 
experience a rise in trade between July and August. Their sales were 
16 per cent. higher than a year earlier and their total sales to date 
have increased by 13 per cent. over 1950. Jewellers’ sales, contrary 
to the usual movement of recent years, fell below the July level ; 
their month’s figures were 3 per cent. below those of August 1950 
though their cumulative sales to date are now 10 per cent. above 
those of last year. 

Accurate comparison in thtse categories with large-scale shops 
is not possible, owing to differences in the type of goods handled. 
The most nearly comparable departments of the large-scale shops 
showed a decrease of 10 per cent. over the year for sports goods and 
cycles, an increase of 15 per cent. for books and stationery and a 
decrease of 2 per cent. for jewellery, leather and miscellaneous fancy 
goods. 

Sales by Areas 

Until the incorporation of returns from the new contributors to the 
panels who were recruited at the end of last year, it has been decided 
not to publish a table showing sales movements by area. The changes 
for the South of England are, however, sufficiently broadly based to 
warrant continuation, and are as follows :—

Increased Maximum Prices 





Enamelled and Galvanized 


Hollow-ware 


N ANUFACTURERS OF enamelled and galvanized hollow-ware 
are to be allowed higher maximum prices by new Board of Trade 
Orders which come into operation on October 8 

In the case of enamelled hollow-ware the new maximum prices 
will be 8 per cent. over those legally chargeable during the prescribed 
‘ basic period ” of February 1949, instead of 3 perjcent. as at present. 
This increase is entirely due to the advance recently sanctioned in the 
cost of steel and blackplate. For galvanized hollow-ware the new 
maximum prices will be 254 per cent. over those legally chargeable 
during the ‘“ basic period ”’ of June-July 1951, as against 15} per cent. 
under the current Order. This increase is due to further rises in 
the cost of zine and steel over the levels of which account was taken 
when the last increase in the prices of these goods was sanctioned. 

Both these increases, which are restricted to articles of types sold 
during the relevant ‘ ‘ basic period,” have been granted at the request 
of the manufacturers, after a careful investigatidn by the Board of 
Trade Accountants. 

The Orders giving effect to these increases, which have been made 
by the Board in consultation with The Central Price Regulation 
Committee, are the Enamelled Hollow-Ware (Maximum Prices) 
(Amendment No. 2) Order, 1951 (S.1. 1951 No. 1745), and the General 
Hollow-ware (Maximum Prices) Order, 1951 (Amendment), Order, 
1951 (S.1. 1951 No. 1746). Copies are price 2d. each, by post 3$d. 
each. 

Distributors’ Margins are not affected by these Orders. However, 
a review is now being made of all distributive margins for hardware 
and ironmongery, including both goods already price-controlled 
and those over which the reimposition of control is under consideration. 


Utility Quilts 


FTER CONSULTATION with the Central Price Regulation 

Committee, the Board of Trade have made an Order, the Utility 
Quilts (Maximum Prices) (Amendment) Order (S.I. 1951 No. 1747), 
which increases manufacturers’ maximum and retailers’ overriding 
maximum prices of most Utility quilts. These increases have been 
permitted after a careful investigation following representations by 
manufacturers that increases in cloth and some fillings prices, wages 
and carriage have made it impossible to continue production of quilts 
within the current maxima. 

In the case of wadded quilts, the cloth, labour and carriage cost 
increases are offset by a reduction in the cost of the cotton felt filling. 
With one exception, therefore, the prices of these quilts remain 
unaltered. The exception is WQ.9 for which the manufacturers’ 
maximum prices have been increased by about 18 per cent. to correct 
an error in the Schedule to the principal Order. The average increases 
in the prices of the remaining types of quilts are set out below. 

Down quilts ... ae om ob 12 per cent. 

Kapok quilts (heavy) 134 per cent. 

Kapok quilts (light) .. 14 per cent. 

Cotton and wool quilts 25 per cent. 

Quilted quilts 13 per cent. 

The Order comes into opera ation on 1 October 8 and copies cost 3d.

Spring Mattresses 


NEW Furniture (Maximum Prices) Order (S.I. 1951 No. 1744) 
which supersedes the 1949 Order (as amended) and Related 


Schedule U.F. 7, has been made by the Board of Trade, after con- 
sultation with the Central Price Regulation Committee. 
The principal changes are :— 

Manufacturers’ maximum and distributors’ overriding maximum 
prices are set out in the Second Schedule of the Order instead of 
in a separately printed Related Schedule as heretofore. 

Maximum and overriding prices are fixed for a combined bureau- 
bookcase and a sideboard (buffet, court cupboard or Welsh dresser 


type). Provision for the manufacture of these as Utility is made in 
a new Order, Utility Furniture (Marking and Supply) (No. 2) 
(Amendment No. 3) Order, 1951 (S.I. 1951 No. 1750) amending 
the Utility Furniture (Marking and Supply) (No. 2) Order, 1950. 
The manufacturers’ maximum and distributors’ overriding 
maximum prices of spring mattresses and the permitted allowance 
for side rails and woven wire meshes are increased. After careful 
consideration, the Board of Trade regard these increases as neces- 
sary in view of the rise in the maximum prices of steel. They 
average between 3} per cent. and 9 per cent. for mattresses, and 
are about 10 per cent. for side rails and about 12} per cent. for 
wire meshes. 
The provisions relating to delivery costs have been revised. 
The Order now applies to sales to Government Departments. 
Both the Maximum Prices Order and the Marking and Supply 
Order will come into operation on October 8. Copies cost 9d. 
(by post 10}d.) and 2d. (by post 34d.) respectively.

Sulphuric Acid 


HE Minister of Materials has made an Order which came into 

effect on October 1, 1951, permitting increases on the maximum 
prices of sulphuric acid. These increases are due to the rise in the 
price of imported pyrites and in freight rates for both sulphur and 
pyrites. 

The additions to maximum prices are 14s. per ton on weak acid 
(77 per cent. H,SO,4) and 27s. per ton on strong acid (more than 
84-02 per cent. H,SO,).

Reduced Maximum Prices for 
Utility Cotton Cloths 


N VIEW of the fall in the prices of raw cotton and cotton waste, 

the Board of Trade have decided, after consultation with the cotton 
trade, to make certain reductions in converters’ maximum prices for 
Utility cotton cloths—viz. apparel cloths, curtain cloths, upholstery 
cloths and handkerchiefs. ‘These maximum prices will, in general, 
be reduced by about 5 per cent. ; but, in the case of cloths made 
from a mixture of cotton and rayon or cotton and linen yarns the 
reduction will be about 2} per cent. The reductions will not apply 
to goods covered by the broader specifications introduced earlier 
this year, as the maximum prices for these goods were not increased 
when the price of raw cotton rose. 

Orders giving effect to this decision are being prepared and it is 
expected that they will become operative about the middle of October. 
Firm contracts previously entered into will not be affected by the 
Orders. 

A further announcement about Utility cotton household textiles 
will be made shortly. 


Lead Price Reduction 


THE Ministry of Materials announces that from October 1 the price 
of imported good soft pig lead was reduced from £180 to £175 per 
ton delivered consumers’ works. This reduction has been made 
possible by improved terms of supply agreed with Commonwealth 
producers. 

The Ministry of Supply is making arrangements for corresponding 
adjustments in the controlled prices of scrap. 

No change will be made for the time being in the Ministry of 
Materials’ selling price for zinc. 


Yara Production in the Cotton Industry 
PRODUCTION OF cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn during the 
week ended September 15, 1951, was 19-36 million lb. compared with 
20-41 million Ib. the previous week and 18-53 million Ib. for the corres- 
ponding week of 1950. Output during these periods was curtailed 
by long week-end holidays. 
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International Co-Operation in Trade 
in Hides and Skins 


THE Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Hervey 

Rhodes, proposed the toast of the International Council of Tanners 
at a dinner given by the United Tanners Federation in London on 
pmo 27, in connection with the jubilee conference of the 


After welcoming, on behalf of the Government, the many delegates 
who had come from overseas, Mr. Rhodes said it gave him particular 
pleasure to propose the toast to the International Council of Tanners. 
The Council had a long and distinguished history. It was formed in 
1926, following a conference of tanners’ representatives in London 
at which there was general approval for a proposal to establish 
international co-operation among tanners. At that time the Council’s 
two main objects were the improvements of the raw material of the 
industry (hides and skins) and the creation of an “ international 
purchasing contract.”” There were no less than 19 member countries 
spread throughout the world. 

The Council’s first big job was the establishment of an international 
contract to replace many scores of contracts entered into by individual 
shippers. This was achieved in co-operation with an international 
organization of hide shippers which had also been set up. This was 
no easy task and involved years of negotiation. In the end, however, 
it proved a great success and included arrangements for arbitration 
to deal with disputes. Nowadays the great bulk of hides which 
entered international trade were sold on the basis of this contract. 
It said a great deal for the spirit of co-operation and give and take 
which prevailed in the tanning industry that the amendments which 
had been found necessary in the contract from time to time, had been 
settled amicably by mutual agreement between the parties concerned. 

Especially at the present time, when the news was far too often of 
international tension and disagreement among the nations, it gave him 
a great deal of pleasure to be reminded of the continued success of a 
body such as the International Council of Tanners. It brought 
together people from many different countries to discuss their 
problems, and if necessary their differences, in a friendly atmosphere. 
It encouraged its members to think and act on international lines. 
It made possible the amicable settlement of matters on which 
differences of opinion arose. Such differences might otherwise 
lead to disputes and recriminations, and even to legal action. In this 
connection the Council deserved to be congratulated on establishing 
the international contract which he had already mentioned. This 
contract, incidentally, was of great help to us in this country in making 
purchases under the war time control. 

Improving Quality 

With regard to quality a certain amount of progress was made up 
to the late war, towards improving the industry’s raw material. 
During the war, and since, however, there had unfortunately been a 
general relaxation of standards in circumstances which had made it 
difficult to do very much about it. He was very glad to know that 
~ oe now proposed to tackle this problem very seriously 
indeed. 

The Government attached great importance to the work of 
improving the raw material. Supplies of hides and skins came from 
all over the world. It was, unfortunately, the case that in many 
countries factors such as unsatisfactory flaying, or inefficient drying 
or curing, meant that only a very smal! proportion of the hides. which 
tanners received were graded in the top class. If all hides could be 
brought up to this standard, he believed it was estimated that in Great 
Britain alone an additional £2 million would be received each year 
by the owners of the hides—who happened, in this instance, to be the 
Government. On the same basis, the annual loss for the world as a 
whole was in the region of £50 million. Very valuable work had 
been done towards improving quality by the Governments of Nigeria 
and East Africa. He wished the Council every success in their aim 
of getting the Governments of other countries to emulate the work 
done in these British Colonies. 

Since the war leather had at times been very scarce. It was very 
important that the best possible use should be made of a raw material 
which was a by-product and which could not be increased rapidly 
as could be done for an annual crop, such as, say, wheat or jute. Like 
other famous and old established materials leather was attacked by 
various substitutes. In the face of acute competition it was all the 
more essential that tanners’ raw material should be of the highest 
possible quality. 

In addition, any improvement in the quality of hides and skins 
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meant an improvement in the quality of boots and shoes and the many 
other goods made from leather. It meant also an ultimate reduction 
in the price of higher quality goods. Improved quality leads to better 
export possibilities and the Board of Trade were vitally interested 
in what the Council could achieve in this field. 

The Council were also concerned with the great disparity in hide 
prices in different countries and the violent fluctuations that took 
place. Such violent fluctuations were to the interest of no-one— 
neither to producer nor consumer. One of the main causes of the 
trouble here was that there were many obstacles to the free flow of 
hides and skins throughout the world. Some countries controlled 
supplies so that their home tanners got their raw material at little 
more than pre-war prices while selling supplies to tanners in other 
countries at about six times that level. Other countries would export 
only if they were paid in dollars. Others again rationed exports 
severely or prohibited them entirely. The Council wished to see 
hampering restrictions swept away, and intended to work steadily 
towards this end. 


Imports of Fruit Pulp and Bulk 


Frozen Fruit 


THE Ministry of Food, in agreement with the Board of Trade, 
announces that the following varieties of fruit pulp (including bulk 
frozen fruit) may be imported as from October 2, 1951, under block 
licensing arrangements :— 

Apricot, grapefruit, peach, pear and pineapple, not containing more 
than 50 per cent. by weight of commercial sweetening matter, viz. 
sugar, invert sugar, honey, molasses, solid or liquid glucose and all 
similar starch conversion products (e.g., malt syrup) and any mixture 
of such materials in containers of not less than 100 oz. net weight 
originating in and consigned from any country except :— 

Albania, Argentine, Bolivia, Bulgaria, Canada, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, El 
Salvador, French Somaliland, Germany (Russian Zone), Guatemala, 
Haiti, Honduras, Hungary, Japan, Korea, Liberia, Mexico, Nicara- 
gua, Panama, Persia (Iran), Philippines, Poland, Roumania, Tangier, 
United States of America, Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, 
Venezuela. 

Applications to import fruit pulp of the above varieties from Czecho- 
slovakia and Poland will be considered individually. 

Licences will be issued subject to undertakings being given that 
imports will be used solely for the manufacture of jam or marmalade 
or for manufacturing purposes in the bakery and confectionery or 
catering trades. 

Applications for licences should be made on Board of Trade form 
ILB/A (Revised) which may be obtained from the Import Licensing 
Branch, Romney House, Tufton Street, London, S.W.1, from the 
usual Customs Offices, or from the Ministry of Food, Fresh Fruit and 
Vegetable Division, Import Section, 24-32 York Terrace, Regent’s 
Park, London, N.W.1. For administrative convenience, applications 
should be sent to the Board of Trade through the Ministry of Food 
at the above address. 


Non-Permitted Uses of Cellulose 
Film 


HE LIST of non-permitted uses for transparent cellulose film in 

the United Kingdom, published in the Board of Trade Journal on 
June 30 (page 1373) is amended as follows from October 6 :— 

Chemists’ goods (edible). 

Delete “ (with the exception of beverages with a glucose base)”. 

“* Confectionery,” etc.: should now read :— 

* Confectionery : Boxed sweets and chocolates®, cake decorations, 
bags for wrapped sweets (with the exception of bags whose contents 
consist entirely of toffees or boiled sweets, and bags for wrapped 
sweets supplied to N.A.A.F.I.).” 

Electrical goods : 

Delete “ Insulating tape.” 

“Textiles (outerwear and underwear),” etc.: should now read :— 

“Textiles (outerwear and underwear): All made-up clothing (includ- 
ing headwear and rainwear) except women’s stocki of rayon, nylon 
or silk, and except blouses and lingerie of nylon or silk.” 

Under “ Notes” add :— 

“ (iii) Reels up to 2 ins, in width may be used for any purpose.”

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Continued Rise in Stocks in August 


HE VALUE of sales by wholesale textile houses in August was 
Ti per cent. higher than in July and the value of stocks rose a 

further 8 per cent. While a substantial increase in sales is 
usual in August, there has in recent years been little if any rise in 
stocks at this period. Compared with August 1950, total sales were 
up by only 2 per cent., the smallest increase recorded for any month 
of this year, and stocks were up by 22 per cent. 


If the increase in prices since last year is taken into account, the 
quantity of goods sold in August is seen to be less than in August 1950, 
and the quantity of goods held in stock only slightly greater, if at all. 


Slight falls in the sales of both men’s and women’s wear compared 
with August 1950 were more than offset by rises of 18 per cent. in 
dress materials and 28 per cent. in household textiles. Among the 
sub-divisions of women’s and children’s wear, sales of women’s 
outerwear and girls’ and children’s wear were up by about 10 per 
cent. while sales of all types of underwear and of haberdashery etc. 
were lower than a year earlier. Stocks of all types of women’s wear 
were higher than a year earlier, the increase being as much as 67 per 
cent. in the case of knitted outerwear. 


Sales of men’s and boys’ wear were in total 3 per cent. lower than 
in August 1950, and stocks were up over the year by more than 25 
per cent. In the ready-made clothing section, however, sales were 
8 per cent. higher and stocks down by more than 20 per cent. 


Cumulative sales for the year to date continued well above the level 
of a year earlier. Total sales were up by 20 per cent. and women’s 
wear at 12 per cent. was the only major group-not-to reach this 
figure. Sales of men’s and boys’ wear and dress materials were up 
a little more than the average and sales of household textiles are 
still up by nearly 40 per cent.

Conclusions of Commonwealth 
e 

Supply Meeting 

THE FINAL session of the Meeting of Commonwealth Ministers 
concerned with Supply and Production was held in London on 

September 27. The purpose of the Meeting was to exchange views 
and ideas on the problems that faced the whole Commonwealth on 
the production and exchange of both raw materials and manufactured 
goods. 

The Meeting agreed that, if efforts to provide rising standards of 
living both inside and outside the Commonwealth were not to be 
impeded, it was equally important both to ensure the continuous 
development of supplies of raw materials to keep pace with the 
expansion of industrial capacity and to maintain the free flow of 
exports of capital goods and other essential manufactures. 


It was generally agreed that the International Materials Confererce 
was doing valuable work in carrying out the functions for which it 
was set up and that it should continue to receive the support of 
Commonwealth countries both in arranging measures for dealing with 
current shortages and allocation problems and for such other matters 
as might be agreed to be appropriate. Pakistan and Ceylon, not being 
members of the Central Group or of any of the Commodity 
Committees of the International Materials Conference, expressed 
no views on this subject. 


It was generally agreed that in the interests of the steady and long- 
term expansion of raw materials production and of maintaining sound 
and stable economies in both producing and consuming countries 
there was need to avert violent price fluctuations. This applied not 
only to the prices of raw materials, but also to those of manufactured 
goods. The range of prices and purchasing arrangements should be 
such as would encourage long-term production without discouraging 
consumption. The Pakistan representative reserved the position 
of his Delegation on this sub-paragraph. 


The Meeting reviewed the possibilities of increasing supplies of 
raw materials available to the Commonwealth and recognized the 
importance of Commonwealth producing countries increasing their 
production of raw materials so as to meet the requirements of 
consuming countries. It noted with satisfaction that in several 
Commonwealth countries plans were well advanced for expanding 
supplies of certain materials which were in particularly short supply 
including copper, zinc, tungsten, manganese and nickel. In these 
materials the Commonwealth made a substantial contribution not 
only in meeting its own needs, but those of the rest of the world as 
well. Nevertheless, a great deal more required to be done and 
could be done, but the material factor towards achievement was the 
provision of capital equipment without which, in fact, no early 
increase could be obtained. It was agreed that arrangements should 
be made for the practical measures necessary for these developments 
to be pursued in discussion between individual countries. 


The Meeting recognized the need for continued and increased 
supplies of capital and other essential goods, both for the economic 
development of Commonwealth countries, having regard to their 
different stages of development, and for stimulating the contribution 
which they could make towards increasing supplies of raw materials. 
It took note of the fact that, despite the limitations which the progress 
of rearmament and the present shortage of certain materials imposed 
upon the United Kingdom’s exports in this field, the United Kingdom 
hoped to maintain these exports at the 1950 level. It was also noted 
that the present causes of supply difficulties were likely to bear less 
heavily upon the exports of United Kingdom consumer goods, 
supplies of which in many parts of the Commonwealth assisted in the 
improvement of living standards and served as a necessary incentive 
to production. 

Arrangements were agreed upon for the fuller exchange of informa- 
tion and for facilitating deliveries of United Kingdom exports to 
Commonwealth countries.

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International Allocations of Copper and Zinc 


OLLOWING is full text of the announcement about copper and 

zine allocations for the fourth quarter of 1951, published on 
September 30 by the International Materials Conference, Washington : 

The Copper/Lead Committee of International Materials Conference 
announced to-day that its member Governments have accepted its 
proposals for the allocation of copper and zinc for the fourth quarter 
of 1951. ‘Twelve countries are represented on the Committee. They 
are: Australia, Belgium (representing the Belgo-Luxembourg 
Economic Union), Canada, Chile, France, the Federal Republic of 
Germany, Italy, Mexico, Norway, Peru, the United Kingdom and 
United States. In accepting the Committee’s proposals, the Chilean 
Government has made one reservation which is explained below. 
The two plans of allocation have been forwarded to all interested 
Governments for immediate implementation, 

Both plans deal with the distribution of primary metal only, i.e. 
blister and refined copper and slab zinc. 

The total estimated production available to the free world has been 
taken into account. The Committee’s analysis of available informa- 
tion shows that stated requirements of copper and zinc in the fourth 
quarter of 1951 exceeded refinery or smelter production by approxi- 
mately 100,000 metric tons of each metal (15-8 per cent. in the case of 
copper and 21-4 per cent. in the case of zinc). 

The Chilean Government accepted the Committee’s recommenda- 
tions with regard | to 80 per cent. of f copper production of its large 


Member Countries of O.E.E. C. to 
Restrict Use of Copper 


OINT ACTION to alleviate the world shortage of copper, including 

common restrictions on the use of copper and copper alloys vital 
for defence purposes, have been agreed upon by the 18 Member 
countries of the Organization for European Economic Co-operation. 

From October 1 onwards, the use of copper and copper alloys of 
40 per cent. or more by weight will be prohibited in the manufacture 
of more than two hundred different commodities ranging from 
window frames to cocktail shakers, and including building material, 
furniture, hardware and electrical appliances, transportation and 
refrigeration equipments, jewellery, gifts and novelties. 

The 18 European countries have also agreed not to export to each 
other commodities on the list containing copper in prohibited quan- 
tities, in order not to interfere with steps already taken to liberalize 
trade. 

In certain cases—for example where articles containing copper are 
required for repairs or essential technical work—or where hardship is 
involved, Member countries may grant exemption from the new 
rules for their home markets. Exports to non-Member countries may 
continue in cases where the value of the commodities exported is 
high in relation to the value of their copper content. And general 
exemption for a period of three months may be granted to enable 
manufacturers and traders to dispose of their stocks of finished or semi- 
finished products on home or foreign markets. 

All Member countries are required to report to the O.E.E.C. by 
November 30 on the measures which they have taken to implement 
this decision, which marks a new step forward in European co-opera- 
tion for the joint effort. 


Exports of Semi-Manufactures of 
Copper, Zinc & Their Alloys 


FOR THE two quarters since April 1, 1951, exports of semi- 
manufactures of copper and copper alloys have been restricted to 
approximately half the rate prevailing in the first six months of 1950. 
The Board of Trade now announce that, because of the continuing 
world shortage in the supply of the raw materials involved, and the 
high level of the demand for these semi-manufactures for essential 
purposes, these restrictions are to be extended in the same form for a 
further period of three months from the end of September. Another 
announcement will be made before the end of the year. 

The export of semi-manufactures of zinc will continue to be 
permitted only in exceptional circumstances. 

Applications for export licences should be addressed, fully 
documented, to the Export Licensing Branch of the Board of Trade, 
Atlantic House, Holborn Viaduct, London, E.C.1. The validity 
of existing licences is not affected by this notice. 








mines. With regard to the remaining 20 per cent. and production 
of its small and medium mines, it reserves the right to dispose of this 
tonnage without reference to the allocation scheme. Notwith- 
standing this reservation, the Chilean Government stated that it will 
give careful consideration wherever possible to the Committee's 
recommendations. 

The allocations for each Participating country are in the form of a 
* total entitlement for consumption ”’—the amount of primary metal 
which may be processed or consumed by the country concerned either 
from domestic production or imports. They do not specify from 
which source or sources a country’s metal shall be obtained. Par- 
ticipating countries will therefore be free to purchase from any source 
or sell to any destination within their allocation, but it is suggested 
that so far as possible, normal patterns of trade should be followed. 

In accepting the plan, Governments assume responsibility of seeing 
that their allocations are not exceeded. As thi: is the first international 
allocation of copper and zinc, and it has not been announced before the 
beginning of allocation period, some countries have stated that they 
will experience difficulties in implementing fully their allocation, 
although they will make every effort to do so. 

The committee has recommended that exports of semi-fabricated 
products be maintained at a level commensurate with exporting 
country’s allocations of primary metal. 

In calculating allocations, the Committee used as a basis the con- 
sumption in 1950, special circumstances of individual countries were 
taken into consideration, and most recent estimates of production 
and requirements submitted by all interested Governments were 
taken into account. Requirements for direct defence were given 
priority, and some provision was made for requirements for strategic 
stockpiling; balance was allocated for essential civilian consumption. 

Non-member Governments were given an opportunity to supple- 
ment information submitted by them by oral representations to the 
Committee concerning their individual requirements. 

So that current supplies of copper and zinc may be used to the best 
advantage, the Committee recommends that countries adopt measures 
to eliminate unessential consumption and to encourage substitution 
by materials not in short supply.

cent. for clearances. Foreign tonnage accounted for 41 per cent. of 
the total entrances with cargo compared with 43 per cent. in the 
previous month, and 38 per cent. in August 1950 ; the proportion of 
clearances with cargo accounted for by foreign tonnage was 31 per 
cent. against 30 per cent. in July and 29 per cent. a year earlier. 

Among the shipping recorded as entering in ballast, 1,443,000 tons 
net, the tonnage with passengers only (619, 000 tons) was 9 per cent. 
higher than in July and the highest recorded for twelve years. The 
tonnage of vessels calling solely to take on bunkers was more than 
double the low figure recorded for July and almost twice that for August 
1950, but for other vessels entering in ballast the figure was the lowest 
since last April. 

Total clearances in ballast during August aggregated 3,418,000 
tons net, of which 1,491,000 tons related to vessels which loaded 
bunkers only, this figure being 11 per cent. greater than in the previous 
month and the highest since March 1948. The tonnage clearing with 
passengers only (515,000 tons) was slightly lower than in July but 21 per 
cent. more than a year earlier.

June 1945, while at the Mersey and North-west Coast they fell by 
5 per cent. from the relatively high figure recorded for July this year, 
but were 12 per cent. more than in August 1950.

S is usual in this month, the output of the rayon industry fell

National Debt Office Moves

Office worked for more than a century before it was borabed in 1944. 
The National Debt Office occupies the 5th Floor of the new building, 
which has been erected by the Bank of England, partly for their own 
staffs, and partly for the National Debt Office and the Public Works 
Loan Board.

Continental Air Fares Increase 


IN COMMON with foreign airlines operating over parallel routes 
between Britain and the Continent of Europe, British European 
Airways will increase many of its fares on October 16. 

The normal return fare for London to Paris, for example, will be 
£15 6s., instead of £14 8s., and the off-peak excursion rate will be 
£12 instead of £11, as at present. 

Other examples of the new return fares are :—Rome, £58 10s. 


(present fare, £57 12s.) ; Barcelona, £43 8s. (present fare, £40) ; 
Berlin, £42 6s. (present fare, £39 7s.) ; Geneva, od = (present fare, 
£28 9s. ); and Milan, £49 3s. (present fare, £47 1 

Excursion fares on certain routes in addition to a will also be 
advanced ; for instance, the 23-day Rome excursion goes up from 
£50 to £55, and Milan from £39 4s., to £43. 

A number of improved facilities, however, which will offset the 
fare increases to some extent, are being introduced. 

Return tickets on Continental routes will remain valid for a whole 
year instead of only six months, thus coming into line with the internal 
United Kingdom services on which a 12 months’ validity started on 
October 1.

Standard for Unified Hexagon 
Bolts, Screws and Nuts 


Two British Standards for Unified hexagon bolts, screws and nuts 

issued by the British Standards Institution mark the most 
important development in the work of standardization between the 
three principal North Atlantic Treaty countries since the signing of the 
1948 “‘ Declaration of Accord.”” They are “ Unified precision 
hexagon bolts, screws, nuts (U.N.C. and U.N.F. threads) and plain 
washers—normal series” (B.S. 1768: 1951) and “ Unified black 
hexagon bolts, screws and nuts and plain washers—heavy series” 
(B.S. 1769: 1951). It will now make possible really effective 
implementation of the agreement to adopt the unified screw thread, 
the standards for which was published as B.S. 1580 in 1949. 

At an important conference between industrial and Service delegates 
from the United Kingdom, Canada and the United States, held at 
the end of April under the aegis of the British Standards Institution, 
agreement was reached in principle on the basic dimensions of 
hexagon bolts, screws and nuts, and overall limits were established 
for two series, Normal and Heavy series, based essentially on ‘a 
selection from existing American standards. 

Apart from the military significance of this development, it will 
lead to interchangeability of many products in a wide range of 
engineering industries. In particular, unofficial announcements 
from the motor industry on both sides of the Atlantic indicate that 
they intend to adopt the Unified standard for their civilian as well as 
their armament production. 

B.S. 1768 relates to the normal series of unified precision hexagon 
bolts, screws and nuts having unified screw threads in a range of 
nominal sizes from } in. to 1 in. inclusive, while B.S. 1769 relates to 
the heavy series of unified hexagon bolts, screws and nuts in a range 
of nominal sizes from } in. to 2 in, inclusive.

Couplings for Suction and Delivery Hose other than Fire 
Hose (1} in. to 8 in. Nominal Sizes) 

Two types of couplings are specified in the British Standard 
(B.S. 1782:1951)—the screw type and the swivelling-ring swing-bolt 
type; the design of the couplings differs from those previously used 
in having ribbed instead of serrated tail ends. The screw type 
couplings have a thread of coarser pitch, the more robust thread and 
more substantial horns lead to easier coupling and confer ability to 
withstand rough usage. 

For any particular nominal size of coupling two diameters of tail 
end are provided :—(a) full bore and (b) reduced bore. 

The full bore coupling has a waterway equal to its nominal size 
and the outside diameter of the appropriate standard pipe for attaching 
to hose with enlarged ends. The reduced bore coupling is inter- 
changeable with the full bore couplings, but has a tail end of outside 
diameter to suit canvas or other non-elastic hose of nominal bore. 
Adaptors are also included. 

These couplings are intended for working pressures not exceeding 
100 Ib./sq. in. They have been designed primarily for use with 
water, but they may be used for other suitable liquids. The screw 
type couplings are also suitable for use with compressed air. 

This standard deals with workmanship, interchangeability, marking 
and hydraulic testing of the couplings. Details of materials and 
screw threads are also given. The unified form of screw thread has 
been adopted for these couplings.

Liberalization of Import Control 


Confident in the improved foreign exchange position which made 
strict import control anomalous in conditions of shrinking world supply 
of many essential imports as a result of Western rearmament, the

The list covers goods of which the local manufacture is 
adequate and also luxuries or semi-luxuries.

Government’s intention in order 
to check inflation, imports flowing in under the new regime have 
already begun to lower prices to some degree as hoarded stocks are 
liquidated by merchants compelled to sell for lack of further credit. 

The maintenance of the credit ceiling obtaining in September 1950, 
irksome to many importers, but undoubtedly sound as a check to 
inflationary pressure, was continued as a bankers’ “‘ Gentlemen’s 
Agreement ” until April. In this month Decree 0756 empowered the 
Banco de la Republica to control the volume and purpose of new 
loans according to priorities safeguarding agriculture and industry 
which the attractions of the profitable import trade had hitherto starved 
of credit. A phrase of the decree is worth quoting as illustrative of the 
sound degree of planning which has begun to inform the Government’s 
financial and economic —— The Bank is to “ develop a financial, 
credit and exchange policy tending to promote favourable conditions 
for a methodical 1b nee of the Colombian economy.” A power- 
ful Planning Committee has, moreover, been established. This 
Committee will attempt to co-ordinate the whole field of economic, 
financial, and fiscal activity. 

The new high Customs tariff in force.since January, and framed 
when the exchange rate was at 1-95, became in effect still higher as 
regards ad valorem duties when the exchange rate was raised to 2-50. 
The Government, however, are unlikely to modify the tariff sub- 
stantially, except, perhaps, for raw materials. The tariff, like the 
new exchange rate, however, does not much affect the competitiveness 
of imports which do not compete with local products. It may affect 
demand in certain fields. 


Foreign Investment 


Aware of the benefits accruing to other Latin American countries 
from foreign investment and strongly reminded by the International 
Bank (Currie) Mission to Colombia of its essentiality to the country’s 
development, the Colombian Government this year not only strove to 
make the country more credit-worthy by recourse to the measures 
rehearsed above, but also promulgated in August a decree facilitating 
the entry and withdrawal of foreign capital in the form of funds or 
machinery. The President and other high officials have repeatedly 
stressed the country’s need, and the Government's intention, to treat 
the foreign investor well. Foreign capital is, of course, essential to 
the Currie Mission proposal for a five year investment programme 
averaging 1,000 million pesos yearly, of which one-fifth would be 
spent on imported equipment and machinery. The report gives 
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chief emphasis to transport, industry, and agriculture in that order. 


While it is likely that the majority of capital imported will be from 
the United States, thus increasing the already great influence which 
that country wields and also tending to augment still further its 
exports to Colombia, the increase of purchasing power in Colombia 
will tend generally to promote a greater flow of import trade in 
which the United Kingdom may hope to share. 

It is certain that the greatest opportunities for British commerce 
lie less in the staples of our export trade than in the large orders 
to be placed under the Government’s development programme and 
under the auspices of provincial, municipal or private enterprise. 
Road and railway construction and equipment, port installations, 
ships for ocean or river transport, hydro-electric schemes, generating 
and industrial plant, agricultural machinery, these are the fields in which 
British skill and quality of manufacture could play a vigorous part. 
In some of these fields, too, it will be advantageous for the larger 
United Kingdom firms to follow the profitable example of their 
United States competitors in maintaining resident representatives 
to nurse the market closely ; and in establishing a technical training 
link with British industry. For major orders liberal terms of payment 
will be a vital factor. 


The Trade Opportunity 


Last year’s record British exports to Colombia, second only to the 
United States, totalled almost £6 million, comprising mainly machi- 
nery, vehicles, chemicals, woollen yarns and manufactures, cotton 
yarns and manufactures, iron and steel manufactures, spirits, pottery 
and glass. This year’s exports, too, should run at a high figure. 
The rearmament programme will, however, tend to affect sales, 
particularly of metal goods, although every effort should be made 
to maintain our exports to this important dollar market at as high a 
level as possible. 

Competition from Germany, whose shate of the import trade from 
1949 to 1950 rose from eleventh place to third, is also an important 


Nevertheless, the long-term prospects for United Kingdom trade 
are favourable in this richly endowed and expanding country.

THE TREASURY announce the issue of the Exchange Control 
(Payments) (French Franc Area) (No. 2) Order 1951, S.I. 1951 
No. 1729 (made under the Exchange Control Act, 1947), redefining 
the French Franc Area. 

The new Order took effect from October 1 and amends the Exchange 
Control (Payments) Order 1950. 
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Sample Shows in International 
Trade Mart at New Orleans 


FOREIGN MANUFACTURERS not already feptesented on the 
United States market have been irtvited to icipate in periodic 

sample shows at International Trade Mart, Rew Orleans, United 

States. The first sample exhibition is scheduled for October 15-19. 

The Mart, centre for most of West Europe’s import campaigns in 
the Mid-Continent area of the United States, is staging the shows to 
speed the processing of foreign merchandise and to increase the flow 
of imported goods through the city. 

The Mart’s recently formed Merchandising Advisory Committee 
will play an important role in the shows. Composed of New Orleans’ 
leading merchandising men, the group will serve as a panel of experts 
in appraising the market potentials of the various lines shown. eir 
decisions will be based on price, quality, design and other factors 
arising from seasonal or regional market factors. 

The temporary shows, according to the Managing Director of the 
Mart, will augment the permanent showrooms now maintained by 
five European and two Latin-American countries. These commercial 
centres have been instrumental in introducing hundreds of lines of 
imported merchandise to the Mississippi Valley. 

United Kingdom manufacturers who would like to enter their 
merchandise in the show, or similar shows to be held in the future, 
should send samples to the Superintending Trade Consul, British 
Consulate-General, 1022 National Bank of Commerce Building, New 
Orleans, U.S.A. 

Each sample line submitted should be accompanied by descriptive 
literature when available, complete information on prices, c.i.f. New 
Orleans (including any discount on quantity) and the basis on which 
the merchandise is being offered to United States importers. The 
package in which the sample is shipped should be marked “ Sample.”

U.K. Trade Agreement 


with Germany 


ISCUSSIONS FOR a new trade agreement between the United 

Kingdom and the Federal Republic of Germany were concluded 
in Bonn on October 1. These discussions were separate from, but 
associated with, the discussion on the special arrangements for the 
supply of steel scrap from Germany, the results of which were 
announced recently. 

Under the new trade agreement, principal exports to Germany 
from the United Kingdom will be cotton, wool and linen yarns, 
textile machinery and miscellaneous chemicals, besides seasonal 
exports of fresh and cured herrings. The United Kingdom will 
take from Germany, in addition to steel and other metal manufactures, 
a number of foodstuffs, dyestuffs and miscellaneous chemicals. 
Germany will also facilitate certain essential supplies of steel and 
other goods. 

The issue of licences for imports into Germany was virtually 
suspended in April and May, owing to Germany’s balance of payments 
difficulties, and is currently subject to control in accordance with 
recommendations of the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation. The O.E.E.C. has defined the lines on which Germany 
) should proceed on a non-discriminatory basis to licence imports from 
' all O.E.E.C. countries, including the United Kingdom, of goods 
’ formerly admissible without restrictions, and has fixed limits within 
which Germany should negotiate quotas for imports of other goods 
in the period June to December 1951. ‘The new Agreement provides 
for quotas in respect of such imports from the United Kingdom and 
the colonies ; all the quotas provided for in the last Trade Agreement 
for the second half of 1950 will be repeated for the period June- 
December 1951, and small miscellaneous quotas will be allowed to 
bring the total up to the figure approved by the O.E.E.C. 

A large proportion of United Kingdom imports from all O.E.E.C. 
countries, including Germany, is now on Open Licence. The new 
agreement relates to United Kingdom imports of goods still subject 
to licensing control and repeats for these goods the arrangement 
first made in December last when the German balance of payments 
difficulties became acute ; it also provides for new quotas for a few 
additional types of goods. The effect is that licences will be available 
for imports from Germany to maintain the rate of imports licensed 
in the period April to December 1951 at approximately one-third 
greater than the rate provided for in the trade agreement for the second 
half of 1950. 


France and West Germany 
THE TEXT of a new Trade Agreement between France and West 


Germany, effective from June 1, 1951, to December 31, 1951, was 
published in the French Moniteur Officiel du Commerce et de I’ Industrie 
on August 30, 1951, The Agreement, which was signed on July 23, 
1951, consists of a preamble and twenty-five Annexes, five of which 
are lists of quotas of goods to be exchanged by the two countries. 

Some details of the five quota lists are given below. The quotas are 
expressed in million U.S. dollars; the current exchange rate is 
U.S. $2:80 = £1.

Annex 1 provides, among other things, for trade in coal between the 
two countries during the second half of 1951. During this period 
there is to be a “ technical exchange "’ of coal by which each country 
will export 1-8 million tons to the other. In addition, West Germany 
is to supply France with a further 1-8 million tons, provided that total 
West German exports do not fall below 5-3 million tons a quarter 
(excluding exports under the “ technical exchange ”’). 

Most of the other Annexes consist of letters exchanged by the heads 
of the two delegations which negotiated the Agreement. The matters 
referred to in these Annexes include trade in fish, sugar, wheat, motor 
vehicles, books and periodicals, dyestuffs, porcelain crockery and 
wines, and the transfer of certain funds, at present held in West 
Germany, which are due to French exporters of agricultural products.

the relative goods are entered for shipment. In future, the normal 
procedure for meeting the requirements of H.M. Customs as regards 
exports from the United Kingdom to countries outside the Scheduled 
Territories should be followed and Forms C.D.3 relating to China 
and Formosa should, therefore, be presented to the Customs at the

The other requirements set out in the Board of Trade Journal on 
December 31, 1949, remain in force and Exchange Control permission 
will, therefore, continue to be required for payment from a Chinese 
or Formosan account in respect of exports to China and Formosa.

Mexico 
Commercial Invoice Regulations 


AN announcement in the Board of Trade Journal on March 10, 1951 
(page 568), reported Article 3 of the Mexican Decree dated December 
30, 1950, which provides for the penalty of double import duties 
where the importer in Mexico is unable to present the commercial 
invoice. The Mexican Diario Oficial of September 10, 1951, pub- 
lished a Circular informing Customs Houses that this penalty is 
independent of the fine mentioned in Fraction XXI of Article 404 
of the Customs Law. This fraction states that a fine varying from 
5 to 50 pesos is payable when no commercial invoice is produced, or 
when the invoice produced is not valid. The penalty of double 
import duty is not applicable in cases where an invoice which is not 
valid is produced. 


The importance of ensuring that the original and four copies of the 
commercial invoice are in the hands of the consignee before the 
merchandise arrives at the Mexican port, cannot be over-emphasized. 
Other notices on this subject have appeared in the Board of Trade 
Journal on March 24 (p. 668) and March 31, 1951 (p. 716). 
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Portuguese Import Licensing 
Relaxations 


NOTICE was given in the Board of Trade Journal on August 4, 
1951 (page 262), that goods, other than those listed, of a value less 
than 2,500 escudos (£31 approx.) c.i.f., could be imported into 
Portugal without import licence or prior registration from all countries 
which are members of the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation and from Spain, up to September 30, 1951. 


His Majesty’s Representative at Lisbon now reports that the period 
during which this relaxation will be in force has been extended to 
cover goods leaving the country of origin by December 31, 1951.

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Indian Import 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
forwarded copies of notifications which modify Indian Import 
licensing regulations as follows :— 


Capital Goods and Heavy Electrical Plant 


It has been decided to issue capital goods or heavy electrical plant licences 
with an initial validity period of one year instead of six months from the 
date of issue. These licences will be revalidated at or before the end of the 
said period of one year for a further period of two years on production of 
satisfactory evidence to show that the order for the goods has been accepted 
by the foreign suppliers and a firm contract has been made within the initial 
period of one year. 

In the case of capital goods or heavy electrical plant licences already 
issued, the initial validity period is automatically extended from six months 
to one year from date of issue. 

The Import Trade Controllers at the ports have been authorized to 
revalidate licences for capital goods and heavy electrical plant. Likewise, 
requests for an increase in the c.i.f. value of such licences should be addressed 
to the port authorities and it is, therefore, no longer necessary for importers 
to apply to the Chief Controller of Imports, New Delhi, for either of these 
res purposes. (Public Notice No. 144-I.T.C. (P.N.)/51 of September 12, 

951.) 


Incandescent Lamps | 

Licences for certain types of incandescent lamps (falling under Serial 
Nos. 271 and 272 of Part IV of the I.T.C. Schedule) were allowed to 
established importers during January-June 1951 (see Board of Trade Journal 
on January 20, 1951.) These licences were to be doubled and extended by 
six months for the July-December 1951 period (see Board of Trade Journal 
on July 7, 1951 (Schedule ‘‘B’’)). 

It has now been decided that incandescent lamps of “ hanging type ” 
(i.e. lamps where the incandescent mantle is below the fuel reservoir) 
should also be allowed against licences which are still valid for incandescent 
lamps of lantern types above 400 c.p. Against the doubled value of a 
licence, 20 per cent. of such value can be used for the importation of hanging 
type incandescent lamps of up to 400 c.p. and the balance of 80 per cent. for 
the import of lantern type or hanging type lamps of above 400 c.p. It is 
not necessary for licence holders to present the licences in question to the 
licensing authorities individually for amendment in the description of goods. 
Licences will be regarded as automatically valid for import of the hanging 
type of lamps as defined above in addition to the incandescent lamps of 
lantern types of above 400 c.p. without any increase in the total c.i.f. value 
of the licence after doubling. ‘The Customs authorities have been advised 
to allow clearance of hanging type of incandescent lamps also against 
licences for lantern type of above 400 c.p. (Public Notice No. 145-1.T.C. 
(P.N.)/51 of September 15, 1951.) 


Photo-Engraving Glue 


Lepage glue (falling under Serial No. 138 of Part IV of the I.T.C. 
Schedule) is freely licensed from soft currency countries (see Board of 
Trade Journal on July 7, 1951.) 

It has now been decided that the import of all types of photo-engraving 
glue for process work will be permissible against licences for Lepage glue 
and licences for such glues of other makes will also be freely given. (Public 
Notice No. 146-LT.C. (P.N.)/51 of September 19, 1951.) 


Revalidation of Licences 


Normally it has not been the practice to extend the period of 
validity of import licences other than those for capital goods and heavy 
electrical plant and importers are expected to make their imports 
within the time originally allotted so that the foreign exchange 
commitment which a licence entails is not carried forward beyond the 
period for which the licence was originally issued. In cases where 
there are unexpected developments which necessitate a general 
extension in the time of shipment either from a particular country 
or for a particular class of goods—as in the event of a dock strike or a 
deterioration in the delivery position of a particular item—the 
question of giving a general extension is considered and where 
circumstances so warrant, such extension is granted by public 
notification. As a rule, therefore, representations from individual 
importers for extending the period validity of licences held by 
them will not be favourably considered unless the circumstances are 
really exceptional. In such cases, however, the representation for 
obtaining an extension should be addressed to the Import Trade 
Controller at the nearest port except in respect of the following 
classes of licences in the case of which representation should be 
addressed to the Chief Controller of Imports, New Delhi :-— 

(a) Licences issued against Director General Supply and 
Disposal orders ; 
(b) Licences issued against Railway orders ; 
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Trade Control 


(c) Licences issued for raw materials in the case of assisted 
industries ; 

(d) Blanket licences ; and 

(e) Licences granted for special purposes outside the normal 
licensing instructions as, for example, to cover the import of 
goods for exhibition purposes. 

As stated above, however, requests for revalidation of capital goods 
and heavy electrical plant licences should be addressed to the Import 
Trade Controller at the nearest port. (Public Notice No. 147- 
1.T.C.(P.N.)/51 of September 20, 1951.)

Indian Drug Rules 


"THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
forwarded a copy of S.R.O. 1324 issued by the Indian Ministry of 
Health on August 23, 1951, and published in the Gazette of India 
of September 1, 1951, which gives the following draft of a further 
amendment to the Indian Drug Rules, 1945. This draft amendment 
will be taken into consideration on or after December 1, 1951. Any 
objections or suggestions which may be received from any person in 
respect of the said draft before this date will be considered by the 
Central Government. 


Draft Amendments 


In “ Part I—Vaccines ” of Schedule F to the said Rules, under the 
heading ‘ (A) Provisions Applicable to the Production of Bacterial 
Vaccines ” in paragraph 6 “‘ Labelling,’’ the following clause shall be 
added at the end, namely:— 

** (3) In the case of Anti-typhoid—paratyphoid (T.A.B.)—Vaccine, 
the date of expiry of potency shall be indicated on the label of the 
container. For this purpose, the date of expiry of potency of the 
vaceine shall be calculated as 18 months from the date of its 
manufacture.” 

Notre.—Under Rule 32 (Part IV) the packing and labelling of 
imported drugs must conform to the rules in inter alia Schedule F. 

A copy of Drugs Act, 1940, and the Drugs Rules, 1945, may be 
seen at Tariff Section, Commercial Relations and Exports Department, 
Board of Trade, Thames House (North), Millbank, London, S.W.1.

Ceylon Industrial Products 
(Regulations) Act

More Overseas Visitors Expected 
at Motor Show 


THE valuable contribution of the motor industry to the export 

drive was emphasized in London on Monday by Mr. G. E. 
Beharrell, President of the Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders, when arrangements were outlined for this year’s Motor 
Show at Earls Court, London, from October 17-27. 

Mr. Beharrell said the motor industry this year again retained the 
proud position of being the nation’s greatest exporter. The value 
of the exports of motor vehicles, agricultural tractors and other motor 
products stood at an annual rate of £300 million, or £570 worth for 
every minute of the day and night. It was stated that the interest 
displayed by preliminary announcements of the show overseas had 
already indicated that the figure of 2,000 buyers who saw last year’s 
event would be well exceeded on this occasion. 20,000 invitations 
had already been despatched all over the world, and requests for tickets 
had poured in from 70 countries. 

Cars, caravans and light trailers, motor boats and marine engines, 
sailing craft, tyres, transport service equipment, and accessories and 
components—all these products of Britain’s leading export industry 
would be on display in the vast Earls Court Exhibition Hall. The 
Opening Ceremony on Wednesday, October 17, would be performed 
by Mr. G. R. Strauss, Minister of Supply. Motoring enthusiasts 
would find some entirely new production cars on view-for the first 
time. ‘To accent the international flavour of the Show there would 
be a number of cars from overseas, from the United States, Canada, 
France, Italy and—for the first time since the war—from Germany. 

The number of Stands totalling 520, four less than last year, 
would cover a greater area than last year, amounting to well over 
+ million square feet. 

The actual makes of car on show according to country of 
manufacture, would be 32 British, 17 American and Canadian, 
10 French, 4 Italian and 1 German, making a total of 64. 

For overseas visitors, the normal provision of free season tickets, 
catalogues and buyers’ guide, and the usual comfortably furnished 
lounge and writing room are this year being supplemented. A 
reception bureau constructed in the Main Warwick Road Entrance 
Hall will be reserved exclusively for their use. 

For the first time this year arrangements have been made for holders 
of trade season tickets to view the exhibits before the admission of the 
general public. This they can do between 9 and 10 a.m. on Thursday, 
October 18, and Tuesday, October 23. 

Telegraphic and cable facilities to all parts of the world and full 
range of overseas telephone services will be available. 


1951 Cycle and Moter Cycle Show 


OVERSEAS buyers in more than a hundred countries have been 
invited to attend the Cycle and Motor Cycle Show, to be held at 
Earls Court from November 10 to 17. In addition to the usual 
markets, the territories covered include several not usually associated 
with cycling, among them Ethiopia, the Faroes, the Falkland Islands 
and Fiji.
